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Charleston's Place in West Virginia’s Future 


[Special Correspondence Manufacturers’ Record. ] 
Charleston, W. Va., August 14. 

As the Capital of the State; the financial and commercial center of a large area in 
which are coal fields more rich and extensive, it is believed, than any in the world; 
with most excellent railroad and river transportation facilities, the city of Charleston 
demands much attention in a consideration of what effect the development of West 
Virginia’s vast resources will have in the line of town building in the State. The crea 
tion of industrial, financial and commercial centers is of importance hardly secondary 
t» the development of resources themselves, for while the resources furnish the founda- 
tion on which to build great undertakings, it is the manipulation and manufacture of 
raw materials into various forms of finished products that add. in their making and 
marketing, so materially to the wealth of a community and State. Therefore, while 
there are fortune-yielding opportunities in the mining of coal, the making of coke and 
the sawing of timber, there are infinitely greater possibilities in the way of wide-flung 
prosperity in the creation of industrial centers, where fuel and raw materials are so 
combined in the hands of skilled labor as to produce articles and wares which are ready 
to enter into the commerce of the world. 

Incidentally, it is of great importance to be able to forecast where the centers of 
industry and commerce are to be, and he who has foresight enough will be able to enjoy 
all the benefits of increased land values, while gaining as well an early hold on condi 
tions which will sweep him forward, as on a tide, to the forefront of great prosperity. 
Or course, it is impossible for everyone in any age to know where there is to be a New 
York, a Pittsburg or a Chicago, and minor centers are often built up as the result of 
one man’s energy and determination. 

In a general way, however, there are very well defined and quite apparent rules by 
which anyone who gives thought to the subject may approximately read the future of 
any conmunity. Given an abundance of raw material, cheap fuel, nearness to mar 
kets and good transportation facilities, it would appear that every favorable condition 
were combined, and that it were entirely a matter then of the vim and vigor of the 
populace as to whether there should be an important center built up or not. It is then 
as With a man in a garden of roses. If he picks the flowers he acquires a boquet : 
otherwise, he walks through the world empty-handed. 

From such observations as I have been able to make, 1 believe that Charleston is 
destined to hold her present position as well-nigh the most important center of indus 
try, commerce and finance in the State. There is not the slightest evidence here of the 
dry rot that frequently infects the capital city of a State, while, on the contrary, there 
is « business alertness and vigor such as may be found, for instance, in Indianapolis, in 
Nashville, in Atlanta. Just what the most important city of West Virginia will be in 
the future I would hesitate to say. It might be overpraise to predict so much for 
Charleston. Wheeling has the advantage of momentum and an early start: Parkers 
burg people declare they have the greatest advantages in an industrial way of any city 
in the country; Huntington has the possibilities of real greatness in her location and 
surroundings, while there are those, even in Charleston, who predict that in time there 
will be an almost unbroken line of manufactories and industrial centers along the’ Ohio 
river from Pittsburg to Cairo. Clarksburg and Fairmont are exceedingly strong points 
in the interior of the State, and have been developing rapidly in an industrial way. 
There ave other places in considerable number that, backed by the advantages of cheap 
fuel, abundant raw materials and fine transportation facilities, will undoubtedly 
increase in size and business importance. If not leading, however—and some Charles 
tonians there are who predict a premier position for the capital city—Charleston will 
unquestionably continue well up in the front rank of West Virginia cities. And the 
reasons are these : 

Through the construction of locks and dams, 10 in number, the Great Kanawha 
river is made navigable up to and beyond Charleston, almost to Kanawha Falls, a total 
distance of about 90 miles, for practically the entire year, giving some 100 days more 
of six-foot navigation to points below Point Pleasant than would otherwise be possible, 
and a considerable number more than are now available for points above the mouth 
of the Kanawha. The importance of this navigable stream, outside of its function as 
a regulator of freight rates, is evidenced in the fact that some of the coal-mining com- 
panies along the river make all their shipments via their own barge lines, the tipple 
being located on the river banks and the product of the mine being brought direct to the 
tipple without rehandling. During 1905, the date the latest report covers, there was 
shipped via the Kanawha a total tonnage of 1,500,000 tons, about 1,340,000 tons of 
which was coal. In addition to towboats and other craft, there are some 25 packet 
boats plying the river, including two lines to Pittsburg, one to Cincinnati, and numer- 
ous local lines, and the present service is capable of very great expansion. 

Then there are the railroad systems present and to come. The Chesapeake & Ohio 
gives an outlet at Washington—practically New York—and at Hampton Roads, in the 
Rast, and Cincinnati in the West. Already there are branch lines running up most of 
the creeks in the New River and Kanawha coal fields, and extensions and new lines 
under way will ultimately cover all this coal territory. At the present time the coal 


tonnage of the Chesapeake & Ohio road comprises 53 per cent. of that road's total 
freight tonnage, and it is certain to grow greater rather than less. 

The Kanawha & Michigan, jointly owned by the Chesapeake & Ohio, the Baltimore 
& Ohio, the Pennsylvania, the Norfolk & Western, the Erie and the Michigan Southern, 
is operated from Gauley through Charleston to Columbus, Ohio, as a part of the Ohio 
Central system, with an outlet at Toledo. 

The Davis-Elkins Coal & Coke road runs from Charleston up the Elk river to Gass- 
way, and is being finished to a connection with the West Virginia Central & Pittsburg 
tor near Elkins. That the Coal & Coke road will become a part of the Wabash or its 


opposing ennsylvania system is the belief of Charlestonians who are given to a study 
of the moves on the railroad checker-board now being made. In any event, it is the 
belief that both the Wabash and the Pennsylvania roads will do their utmost to get into 
Charleston and the Kanawha and New River coai fields. 

It is also the belief here that the Deepwater-Tidewater Railroad, now everywhere 
agreed to be a Rogers-Rockefeller enterprise, and as such a possible ally for Gould, is 
desirous of getting into Charleston. Ilow it will get to the Lakes—its manifest Western 
terminus—is probably not yet known to the backers of the enterprise themselves; but 


among other possible routes one by way of Charleston is mentioned, and so the benefits 


that this new trunk line will give to a community are mentioned as among the trans- 
portation advantages that Charleston may enjoy. 

Should these new lines be built into Charleston it would unquestionably have trans- 
portation facilities superior to those of any other city in West Virginia. ‘Take only the 
roads now here, however, and an excellent showing is made, the facilities being entirely 
sufficient for taking care of a considerable industrial development. The railroads’ desire 
to foster and build up a manufacturing center here is indicated in the offer of the K. 
& M. Railroad to haul in free the plant of any factory desiring to locate here. 

Added to the facilities for transportation by river and rail are the advantages of 
well-nigh exhaustless fuel. It is inconceivable that there can be a production of coal 
so enormous as to work out the fields of this section for hundreds of years to come 
perhaps a thousand; at any rate, the period of exhaustion is so remote as not to be 
taken into account in any calculation as to conditions today. With somewhere between 
79,000,000,000 and 150,000,000,000 tons of coal yet in the ground in West Virginia, 
there is no room for worry, even on the part of him who is solicitous for the welfare of 
his offspring to the third or fourth generation. 

The natural gas may play out. Comparatively, it is but a short-lived benefit... Just 
now, however, it is a very potent factor in the upbuilding of West Virginia industries 
and its great abundance and the persistency of the wells give promise of many years of 
usefulness to these fields. In this vicinity are some of the greatest wells ever drilled, 
and the factories of Charleston, which are using it at the present rates of six to eight 
cents a thousand, look for even a lower rate when additional lines are laid. Whethet 
it will ever be offered at the three to five-cent rates which are held out as inducements 
for factory locations by some of the other cities of the State remains to be seen. Nat 
ural gas men declare that such rates amount to a donation; that no company can make 
dividends and lay by a surplus for new drilling operations when present wells are 
exhausted unless something like eight cents is charged, with, of course, three or four 
time that price for domestic consumption. Nevertheless, at present prices in Charles 
ton, natural gas is held to be a strong attraction for industries, and it is declared to 
have been a deciding consideration in the case of the Kelley Axe Manufacturing Co., 
the largest of the kind in the world, and manufacturing one-fifth of all the axes turned 
out from everywhere. This company was formerly located at Alexandria, in the gas 
belt of Indiana. When that field played out, and a new location became necessary, 
the company looked the country over and finally selected Charleston. ‘Transportation 
and proximity to markets were, of course, items not overlooked, but an abundance 
of natural gas in the first place, and an unfailing supply of coal to fall back on in case 
of gas exhaustion, were the points that secured a decision favorable to Charleston, and 
the same considerations are expected to operate in like manner in the case of other fae 
tories of various kinds. 

Millions of acres of hardwood forests surround Charleston, and the few woodwork 
ing and furniture factories now here are considered but a marker for the development 
that is to come along these lines. 

Furthermore, as an additional attraction, Charleston is a city with much of the air 
and many of the comforts of a metropolis. It is headquarters for most of the mining 
operators of the Kanawha district, and for many of these of the New River district 
as well, 

There is much wealth here, millionaires and multimillionaires being not uncommon, 
while those worth anywhere up to half a million or more are abundant—everybody, 
apparently, being prosperous and productive. As a social center, as well as financial, 
commercial and industrial headquarters for the entire Kanawha-New River coal-field 
region, it seems to be without any possible rival. Charleston will certainly remain the 
largest and most important city in this part of the State, and even should there be 
built up an industrial center stretching up and down the Ohio from Huntington, that 
would be 50 miles away and could not conflict with Charleston, for the country Char 
leston draws from would still remain tributary to it. 

Charleston has age and stability and traditions, and there are handsome homes here, 
with beautiful wooded grounds about them, and miles and miles of paved streets 
stretching out in every direction. The business houses are substantial and of decent 
architecture—some of them conspicuously sO. 

In recent years Charleston has been steadily growing in population. The census of 
190 gave the city 11,099. It is estimated that within the city limits today there are 
all of 17,000 people, while in the suburbs, as much a part of the city as if they were 
surrounding the capitol, there are from 5000 to SOOO additional, a total population of 
from 22,000 to 25,000, 

In banking statistics there are interesting evidences of growth, not only as pertains 
to Charleston, but governing this entire section. V’revious to ISSO there were only 23 
banks of every description in all West Virginia, and in the vast section south of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, comprising more than two-thirds of the State, there were 
only five institutions, one of which was in Charleston. Today there are in West Vir 
ginia more than 150 State banks and 76 national banks, and in 10 years the deposits of 
the State banks alone have increased from $9,000,000 to $39,000,000, Charleston now 
has six banking institutions, whose capital amounts to more than $1,500,000, with sur 
plus and profits of nearly $1,000,000, and deposits footing up somewhere near $5,000,- 
000. Charleston is financial headquarters for this entire region, and while some of the 
coal companies in the New River district do their banking business with institutions in 
the town or city where the company avas organized, the banking facilities here are such 
that no operator in the district is compelled to go elsewhere for such accommodations 
as he may require. 

In the effort to build up an industrial center in Charleston the live Chamber of Com 
merce is a factor to be recognized. Organized four years ago, it is composed of business 
men exclusively, and the membership comprises all the jobbers, all the bankers and the 
representative men in retail and manufacturing lines. It was the Chamber of Com 
meree that secured the Kelley Axe Factory. When the negotiations were opend up a 
committee of 15 went to Alexandria and made an exhaustive examination of the books 
and business of the company, with the purpose of absolutely determining that the insti 
tution was sound and desirable. An unqualifiedly favorable report being made, the 
Chamber of Commerce raised $16,000 by subscription, with which 40 acres was bought 
for a site and presented to the company, which then bought and paid for 16 acres addi- 
tional. Bonuses are not offered by the Chamber of Commerce as an inducement to fae 
tories to make a location here, but when the enterprise is sufficiently mritorious such 


assistance in securing a site as is required is freely given. In this way the Chamber 





secured the location of the Kanawha Mine Car Co., which makes not only cars, wheels, 








etc., for mining operations, but car wheels of all kinds.

Reviewing the lumber situation in Vir- 
ginia and the Carolinas, John R. Walker, 
secretary of the North Carolina Pine Asso- 
ciation, is quoted in theVirginian-Pilot of 
Norfolk as follows: 

“The lumber industry of Virginia and 
the Carolinas is experiencing what is per- 
haps the greatest period of activity within 
the memory of the average operator. Our 
schedule of prices, grade for grade, is con- 
siderably higher than a year ago.
